Senator Brown stated 
that although 


the population of Oahu had increased 
n ore rapidly than the outer districts, 
and Its representation would be larger, 
nevertheless the change should bo made, 
as provided by the Organic Act. 


Senator Kalauokalanl thought it was 


too late to consider such a matter now 
and it'should be laid on the table to be 
considered by the next Leglflature, as 
the Senate does not know what the cen- 
sus is, and there would not be time for 
a committee to report, as suggested by 
Mr. Brown. 


Senator J. Brown called attention to 


the fact that the suggested reapportlon. 
mtnt only left one Senator for Kaual, 
and there would be difficulty in arrang- 
ing who sbouiu be the four-year Senator. 
Kalauokalani's motion prevailed. 
Senator C. Brown was armed with an- 
other surprise in the following Joint res- 
olution: 


Whereas, under section 30. of the Or- 


ganic Act, it is provided that seven of 
the Senators elected at the first general 
election shall hold office for the term of 
two years only, the details of such ap- 
portionment to be provided for by the 
Legislature; and. 


Whereas, nothing has as yet been done 


by the Legislature to apportion such 
Unn of office; now therefore be It 


Resolved, by the Senate and tiouse of 


Representative* of the Territory or Ha- 
waii, That the several Senators elect?.-! 
In the First, Second, Third and Fourth 
Senatorial Dietricti, ftt the first general 
election held In the Territory of Hawaii, 
who received the lowrtt number of votes, 
shall etch hold office for the term of two 
yean from the date of such election. 


That for the Flr»t Senatorial District, 


J. D. Paris and N. Runtel, having re- 
ceived the lowest number of ballots cant, 
shall each bold office as a Senator for 
such diitrict, for the term of two years; 


That for the Second Senatorial District 


WtUUun White having received th« low- 
ed number of ballots east, shall hoi 4 
office as a Senator for ruch district for 
the term of two years. 


That for tb» Third SfcnatortAl Dtxtrtct, 


D. Kannha, Oeorrs R. Otrter and D. Ka- 
Itookalanl, bavtag rwpecttrely received 
the towMt number of rotes cast, shall 
«*th bold office as a Berurtor for stttb 
district for the term of two year*. 
.That for the Fourth Senatorial District. 
I. H. KahUina bavtng received th« low- 
pet number of ballots east, shall bold of- 


fice as a Senator for euch district for the 
term of two years. 


Senator C. Brown stated that the bill 


before the joint session of both Houses 
was set for reading on the fifty-eighth 
day of the session, as claimed by the 
majority, and that day fell on Wednes- 
day, one day after the session closes, ac- 
cciding to Governor Dole's communica- 
tion. He did not expect the resolution 
to pass, but wanted something done, as 
there would be trouble over the' next 
election.. "If I were the majority I 
would turn out all but one of the Repub- 
lican* and two of their number and let 
it go at that. I hope you will do that," 
dclaimed Brown; "then all Ihe Republi- 
can Senators will come back here with 
flags and drums beating. From my ex- 
perience with this Legislature, I hope the 
people will let me stay at home. I don't 
care if I never come back. I Know this 
i evolution will be killed, but I want to 
put the Republican party on record." 


Senator Achi suggested that the mat- 


ter be left to the House and the Sena- 
tors have nothing to do with It 


After considerable debate the resolu- 


tion was laid on the table. 


In the afternoon tbe Senate went Into 


executive session, to conu'der the Gov- 
ernor's appointments, which resulte'd aft- 
er a considerable wrangle, <t Is reported, 
in the confirmation 
of all but three, 


nemely, J. 3. McCandless, Superintend- 
ent of Public Works; J. F. Brown, Com- 
missioner of Public Lands, and T. F. 
T .anting, Treasurer; also the members of 
the Board of Health. 
It is reported that the Independents in- 


tended to do a good deal more slaughter, 
ing but became rattled by the tactics of 
the minority. 


After passing four unimportant bills, 


the Senate adjourned to meet at 
10 


o'clock this morning.

There was a crowded gallery assem- 


bled to witness the expected fun, but the 
visitors.had to go home disappointed. 


The Oahu Ice and Electric bill came 


from the Senate with the regular VA P«r 
cent tax on the gross receipts attached 
to it. The amendment was accepted. 


The Loan bill was on the calendar but 
still remained in the depths of Beckley's 
secret repository and refused to come out 
to the feeble calls that were raised for 
it'during the session. 


The report of the special Joint commit- 


tee to visit tbe leper settlement was read 
and adopted. The committee recommend- 
ed the government of the settlement by 
a commission, as already published, to 
consist of three members, one chosen by 
the Board of Health, one by the lepers 
by ballot and the uurd by these two. 


Each of tbe requests In the long peti- 


tion sent in by tbe lepers received atten- 
tion In the report and a recommendation 
to made regarding each. A better water 
supply Is declared necessary and the pur- 
chase of a steamer to do the business of 
carrying between Honolulu and the Set- 
tlement Is advised. Better beef is de- 
clared to be needed and it is recommend- 
ed that the lepers be allowed to construct 
stores and to conduct coffee shops of 
tbeir own., but that no outsider be al- 
lowed to enter the field. 


The report continued as follows: 
"From statements made by some of 


tbe witnesses that 
were sworn In by 


your committee, we learned that there 
are some people at the settlement whose 
sickness has been arrested and who do 
not appear now to be afflicted with lep- 
rosy, lour committee would recommend 
that all such should be discharged from 
the settlement If, after a thorough bac- 
teriological examination by the Board of 
Health, It should be decided that they 
are not lepera. 


"By discharging all such, the expenses 


of the Government In connection with 
tbe settlement will be greatly reduced. 


"Your committee 
recommends that 


every child born of leper parents, after 
six years of age, If they are not lepers, 
b« removed to a home to be provided 
for mjch children 
near Honolulu. 
If, 


however, they are lepers and remain a: 
the settlement, we recommend that they 
receive full reations at the age of tea 
.ye-arg. 


"Your committee recommend* thtt awa

Th» report Is decidedly torrid la its 


opinion i on'the Board of Health aod tbe

the whole expenditure system is severe- 
ly criticised. 


The report, based upon expert statis- 
tics; is unusually lengthy, reading in ef- 
fect as follows: 


The per capita cost of government In 


Hawaii, as shown by the figures of Aud- 
itor Austin's books and the census, Is 
$19.68. In California it is only $4.06 and In 
the city of San Francisco, which Is sup- 
posed to be very costly, only $18.43. 


I "Further comment Is unnecessary." 


In the Attorney General's or police de- 


partment, the committee finds bills paid 
for meals, cigars and whiskey, hack 
hire, rent of rifle range, belts and clubs. 
There axe also bills for gloves and silk 
ties. Regarding these tbe committee 
says: "Your committee submits that It 
might have been to the Interest of the 
community at large If hemp had been 
substituted for silk In that last Item." 


Bills for brushes and soap, newspapers, 


advertising and printing also arouse the 
Ire of tbe committee. 


For 
stamps 
the 
department's bill 


amounted to $919.82, which the commit- 
tee thinks Is too much and for Ice the 
bill was C57.E5, which Is stated to be ex- 
cessive, "where meals, cigars and whis- 
key were only $168.75."

WASHINGTON, April 1?.—In a re- 


port on the agricultural resources of 
th" 
Hawaiian Islands William C. 


Stubbs, director of the Louisiana Exper- 
iment Station, discusses at some length 
the geology and soil of the islands. 


In writing of the geology of the Is- 


lands Mr. Stubbe points out their vol- 
canic origin. The rocks are mainly 
basaltic lavas, with here and there a 
few remnants of elevated sea beaches 
composed of consolidated coral sands. 
The Islands extend from northwest to 
southeast, showing that through a fis- 
sure to the earth's crust volcanoes have 
been built up. Botanical and geologi- 
cal evidences go to show that the age 
of the different Islands Increases as one 
proceeds from east to west 
Kaual, 


the most northwestern. Is always men- 
tioned as the oldest Island, and Hawaii, 
the most extreme southeastern, as the 
youngest. The, eroding forces of nature 
Have produced greater destruction upon 
tbe former than upon any other, while 
the only active volcanoes In tbe group 
are found on Hawaii. 
" 
"Judging, therefore," said Mr. Stubbs, 


"from the greater disintegration of Its 
soils, the much heavier denudation of 
Its slopes, the presence of numerous 
running etreame, of precipitous falls 
and cascades, the greater abundance of 
vegetation, both to quantity and varie- 
ty, all apparently support the statement 
that Kaual Is the oldest of the Islands. 
Rightly considered. It proves only that 
volcanic activity ceased here earlier 
than elsewhere, but It does not show 
that It began here earlier than to Ha- 
waii Which island first lifted 
its 


head above the ocean there is absolute- 
ly no -way to determine." 
BEEFS EXTtoTDING TOWARD JA- 
^ PAN. 


Continuing. Mr. Stubbs says: 
"Northwesterly of the 
Hawaiian 


group there Is a succession of reefs ana 
low. uninhabited Islets extending for a 
distance of 30 degrees longitude, near- 
ly half way to Japan, revealing a nar- 
row band of elevated sea bottom with 
an average depth of not over 1.000 fath- 
oms, as is shown by the chart of this 
portion of the Pacific. These are all 
to tbe continuation of the main axis 
of the Hawaiian group, along the same 
fissures of the earth's crust, and are 
doubtless tbe coral-crowned peaks of 
submerged volcanoes, antedating In ac- 
tivity those which have produced the 
present Islands. Doubtless volcanic ac- 
tivity began at the northwest and grad- 
ually'moved southeasterly, terminating 
to Hawaii, with subsidence of the older 
formation during the progress. The ex- 
tensive western end of the raised sea 
bottom Is still removed by a great dis- 
tance and enormous depth pf soundings 
from the nearest land, Japan. Tha 
this great gulf between Japan and Ha 
wall has always existed Is shown by 
the absence of any affinity between th' 
flora of the two groups of Islands. 


"Between San Francisco and Hawal 


the soundings have given nearly uM 
form depths of 3.000 fathoms, while far 
ther south 2 degrees or more Is foun< 
one of the largest depressions to th 
ocean, which extends nearly to the low 
lying Islands of Jarvis, Christmas 
Palmyra and others which trend In th 
direction *0f the Society group. There 
Is, therefore, no evidence to show 
terrestrial Immigration of plants 
these islands In former times. 
FLOBA BROUGHT BT OCEAN CUR- 


RENTS. 


"Ocean currents, however slight may 


be -the positive evidence, must be as- 
mimed as the vehicle of transportation 
of the flora found originally on the 
Islands. The northeasterly current of 
the Pacific, which strikes the continent 
of America, and Is deflected southward 
after contact, deposits driftwood to 
pine logs upon the Islands. This de- 
flected current is reinforced by a feeder 
on Its southern boundary from Mexico 
and Central and South America, and 
bears with It the drift of these coun- 
tries. 
"A review of the Island flora shows 


onlyone or two inhabitants of Cali- 
fornia, and they from the highest moun- 
tains, while the Andean flora is quite 
abundant. The equatorial counter cur- 
rent may, during the long continuance 
of the southwesterly gales, which fre- 
quently prevail In winter, have deposit- 
ed drift on the islands. 
PLANTS FOTJND NOWHERE ELSE. 


"This Isolation of the Hawaiian Is- 


lands has given them a peculiar flora, 
containing a large proportion of plants 
found nowhere else. The peculiar char- 
acteristics of the Islands contribute 
larpely to such results and aid In multl- 


dryness, and yellow and light red eolle, 
which are derived from lavas which 


,r soon after, emission, under the-'ao- 
tlon of the •team sulphurous vapors 
resident within the lavas at the time 
of eruption. 
Through the action of 
these imprisoned agents these lavas 
have undergone euch a radical altera- 
tion, both in chemical composition and 
color, as to mislead a scientist as to 
their origin were it not for the presence 
of the living volcanoes on the Island 
of Hawaii, which permits of special 
study along these lines. Dr. Maxwell 
has shown that lateral or 'tufa cones 
exist all over the Islands, and the la- 
vas therefrom have given soils widely 
distributed all over the Islands. These

Th*r« are 
other large areas of these soils which 
are not productive, due to the 'presence 
of ferrous sulphate, an active poison 
to plant life. These can, l>y proper 
physical and chemical amendments, be 
made productive. 
Besides the above, which are found in 
situ there are considerable areas of sed- 
imentary soils, formed by denudation 
and deposition mainly on the leeward 
sides of the Islands and in sections of 
small rainfall. The coral reefs which be- 
girt the Island have served a# shelves 
to catch the deposition produced by 
ailing rains In the mountain regions, 
hese sedimentary deposits have cov- 
red the coral reffa from one to thirty 
eet 
deep, and form today the mosi 


ertlle soils of the Islands, and are used 
mainly by the sugar planters, though 
he details of the small valleys next to 
he ocean are cultivated In rice by the 
Chinese. 


EXCELLENT SUGAR LANDS. 


"Large areas, marked by a predomin-

THE LEGISLATURE HAS BEEN A POOR FINANCIER. 


Finances with the Territorial Government are at present at a low ebb. The 
arrival of the Treasury agents from Washington with over a million of dollars 
for the redemption of Hawaiian Government bonds of the monarchy and repub- 
lic Will serve the purpose of replenishing the Treasury to a certain extent, but 
it will not be lasting. The curtailment of expenses In several Departments has 
been Inaugurated and the street system of Honolulu is tne sufferer thereby. 
The failure of the Legislature to pass any measures whereby the assessment of 
taxes will be equitably made, is a source of embarrassment to the Treasurer. 
Warrants for all purposes except payrolls, etc., are not cashable at the Ha- 
Vaiian Treasury, nor at the banks for their face value. The payment of the 
salaries will continue on a cash basis, but other bills must of necessity be held 
for future payment. The Government is now issuing warrants which are regis- 
tered and draw Interest from the date of their issuance. The banks are accept- 
ing the warrants from their customers and advancing cash on them to a certain 
limit, holding the warrants as collateral and, of course, charging interest upon, 
the loan. A few days since one of the banks refused to accept tne endorse- 
ment of one of the Government officials for the payment of a note which was 
drawn for money made available by the passage of a certain bill. The bill had 
passed both Houses and was awaiting the. Governor's signature, which was also 
a certainty. The signature had not been attached to the bill up to 2 o'clock, 
and as a steamer was leaving for the Coast the next morning it was necessary 
for the person drawing the money to obtain the amount from the bank before 
3 o'clock that day. The bank asked for a personal note, refusing to accept 
that of two Government officials on behalf of the Territory. The personal note 
was given, and held for four hours until the bill had received the signature 
of the Governori 
^SECRETARY GAGE'S BY AUTHORITY FOR REDEMPTION OF BONDS. 


The Hawaiian Government bonds, both monarchy and republic, of the Issues 


under the Act of October 16, 1886, Act August 15, 1888, Act September 7, 1892, Acts 
January 11 and February 18, 1893, and Act June IX 189$, bonds Stock U numbers 
1 to 30 inclusive and Stock A, 1 to 116 inclusive, are to be naid by W. F. Mac- 
Leanan and W. W. Ludlow, agents of the United States Treasury Department, 
who have been sent to Honolulu by Secretary Gage to redeem the bonds, In pur- 
suance of the agreement of the United States, as expressed In tne joint resolu- 
tion of Congress to provide for annexing the Hawaiian Islands to the United 
States, approved July 7, 1898. * This agreement provided that a part of the Ha- 
waiian public debt lawfully existing at that date would be assumed by the 
Federal Government. By a By Authority notice hi this issue, Secretary Gage 
states that payment of the Indebtedness so assumed wfll be mad* In this City 
by the two agents upon presentation of the bonds to Treasurer Lansing on or 
before May 1, 1901, from and after which time interest thereon shall cease. 
The money brought to Honolulu by the agents is deposited in the First Na- 
tional Bank.

Editor Advertiser—In your issue of 
the 20th instant you publish an ac- 
count of the first visit of smallpox to 
Hawaii, taken from tbe personal remi- 
niscences of William C. Parker. 


From the well written account, the 
ship Charles Mallory arrived at Hono- 
lulu, February, 1853 Everything was 
done that could be done, and finally 
the ship left Honolulu in the March 
following, taking- her sick man, recov- 
ered. Three months after (May) small- 
pox made ita appearance. 
Certainly 
not from the ship per se. How, then? 


I In those days (1849-1852) in San Fran- 
I Cisco, thousands of people arriving ana 
unable to take their trunks with them 
to the diggings, stored them In San 
Francisco, with the understanding that 
at the expiration of a given time, if 
not called for, the trunks were to be 
sold at auction for storage dues. 


The Charles Mallory landed in Hono- 


lulu a lot of these auction-sold trunks, 
and again sold them at auction. One 
of Honolulu's merchants bought the 
lot and. retailed the contents, all sorts 
of clothing, etc., to all sorts and con- 
ditions of men, women and children. 
This merchant In those days did the 
largest retail business In Honolulu. Of 
course, he, with the other citlient, had 
no Idea, that there was any danger 
from the trunks in the way of Disease, 
over two months having elapsed since 
their being landed, but the smallpox of 
185T came from the clothing (chiefly 
woolen) In those trunk*, three months 
after the Charles Mallory Bad sailed 
W C Parker, marshal, agreed with us 
In this conclusion -

Douglas Story, a Britisher, who has 
been contributing an interesting se- 
ries of "Washington Impressions" to 
the New York Herald, says: "I met 
the American woman in London, where 
she was all Dickens and tne Newgate 
Calendar; I encountered her in Paris, 
where she was artistic, and, 
IB its 
most innocent sense, degenerate. I 
watched her hi Munich, where she was 
the sanest of all the mad visionaries 
gathered together there; and I marvel- 
ed at her In Cairo, where she was a 
living indictment of the indiscretions 
of Worth and the gaucheries of the 
Bon Marche. Everywhere I found her 
interesting, a charming companion, 
full of naive enthusiasm and an em- 
barrassing inqnlsltlveness. The adapt- 
ability of the American woman is a 
source of perennial astonishment to our 
more phlegmatic folk of the East. She 
will cover Europe in a six weeks' tour 
and assume In each capital the correct 
coloring of her immediate environment. 
, Only the French woman can rival her 
in her adaptability to social change, 
and no nationality can compete with 
the women of America in their Instant 
conformity with tbe novel conditions 
of race and habit. The result is that 
all over the world the interchange be- 
tween the local American colony and 
the permanent society of the district Is 
more spontaneous than tnat of any 
other foreign group. American women 
are happily married into every civilised 
race, and in the British. French. Ger- 
man and Italian nobilities are to be 
found more women of American ex- 
, traction than of any other alien- na- 
tionality. This must not be attributed 
to the superior wealth of tbe American 
woman, to her beauty, or to her educa- 
tion, but eolely to her supreme adapt- 
ability. There are probably more eli- 
gible English women on the Continent 
than A-u erlean, but racial antipathies 
prevent Intermarriage."

be one of the most useful agencies of 
public good which these Islands have 
talned from annexation. A part of Its 
auslness will be to show the value and 
the method of growing certain unfamil- 
iar crops, to correct mistakes to «te 
production of such agricultural yields 
as we have, and to encourage *U lines 
of farm Industry which are """able 
here, and the success of which Is likely 
to make living cheaper. 
There are three things In particular 


which we hope the experiment station 
will succeed In doing, namely: Provide 
a cure for the melon Might, stop the 
Intermittent taro disease and get at the 
causes and cure of the peculiar eye 
malady which sweeps away fowls raised 
In these Islands. Upon the latter In- 
aulry the department Is now engaged. 


Six or seven years ago Hawaii raised 


luscious canteloupes and watermelons 
In such a quantity that the price was 
in reach of ail.

There was nothing in the way of the 


Legislature when it met, to keep it 
from passing the bills that are essential 
to the welfare of the Territory. Sixty 
days were at Its disposal. The Home 
Rule party had a two-thirds majority 
in the lower House; It had all but a 
two-thirds majority In the Senate. Its 
program had been framed in a caucus 
which was nearly continuous for six 
weeks before the Legislature assembled. 
The power and the opportunity 
with it to Introduce and pass 
measure In which It now, at the elev- 
enth hour, pretends to have an interest. 
We say "pretends" because its work 
within the last few days, despite Its 
loud professions, has been aa aimless 
and Incompetent as that which It tard- 
ily essayed during the first half of the 
session. 
.Why the Legislature acted as It did 
and acts aa it does. Is chiefly a matter 
which affects persons; and the respon- 
ibility harks back to the rank and file 
of the Home Rule party which sent 
the very riffraff of its race, with but 
two or three exceptions, to the Legis- 
lature. There were bright and honest 
Hawailans in polities at the time, but 
they had Joined either the Republican 
or Democratic party. What was left 
*ere chiefly the Ignorant and vicious, 
he two-bit demagogues, the "grafters" 
and other scalawags; and these were 
commissioned to make laws for 
an 


American Territory. 
Some of 
them 


knew more about breaking laws than 
making them; none knew what Amer- 
icanism meant. A few of these poor 
creatures thought that they could re- 
peal Federal statutes; others that they 
could deprive the Governor of his pre- 
rogatives; and nearly all felt It to be 
more to their advantage to talk on the 


Senator 
Tillman 
Weekly, of some months ago, the ortg-

At various times in tbe past tbe 
community of these Islands has ha< 
to meet issues caused by tbe lead of 
Irresponsible, self-seeking or evil-mind 
ed persons. In some instances tne con- 
ditions thus caused have been mos 
serious, but each time tbe issue has 
been met. 
The sentiment of the great majority 


of the intelligent people of these Isl 
ands has been, and is, in favor of hon 
est and efficient adnwlstratlon of pub 
lie affairs.

Profes- 
sional, financial or industrial ability, so- 
cial qualities have met quick recognition 
and found larger rewards than their pos- 
sessors would be likely to find in any 
older community. 


Nor did it matter what their national- 
ly, politics or creed was, or if they had 
no avowed creed. Not a few who came 
after the overthrow of the monarchy, 
while Honolulu was like an armed camp, 
no one knowing what violence a day 
might bring forth, set to work and law 
tbe foundation of permanent success. For

Fitfher In striking boldly into like and 
otner kinds of business, or of the Lewis 
Brothers, who made for themselves a 
trade which asks the odds of no one, or 
going back but a very little, of Mr. Wich- 
man, who started in at a time when 
wiseacres might well have said, as I re- 
marked that I thought, that he was too 
sanguine—without warning a throng of 
other adventurous but thoughtful men— 
that they considered tha^t tha old-timers 
held tbe advantage or were trying to 
elbow tnem out of good things in Ha- 
waii! And does any one suppose that 
sucb comparatively new-comers as are 
many of our bright, eager, level-headed 
young lawyers have failed to discover 
that Hawaii is good enough for themt 
The idea that a Puritanical hierarchy 
has been rooted here, with a. survival of 
strict Connecticut blue laws, and which 
was and still is intent on getting and 
keeping to itself political power and of-, 
flee and crowding out all wh6 oppose 
them, is so grotesque that no one can 
believe that those who are so fond of 
its portrayal believe in it one particle. 


As for holding office, it was no easy 


matter, after the end of the Kamehame- 
ha regime and until the end of the mon- 
archy, to Induce competent men to take 
office. 
Quiet, self-respecting 
persons 


preferred to attend to their own avoca- 
tions, and could do vastly better in their 
own Interest by doing so. During the 
troubled times that followed until an- 
nexation, the position of those who were 
willing to be in office was anything but 
enviable. They had to lay aside all re- 
gard for personal ease or comfort, and 
not infrequently of personal safety. It 
was essential to the integrity of the bod> 
politic during those years, in order to al- 
lay turbulence and probably to prevent 
anarchy, that political power should be 
centralized as was done. And now that 
Hawaii's domestic tranquillity is secured 
by the strong arm of national power, it 
is equally essential that political power 
be diffused in accordance with the prin- 
ciples of democratic governments 


But this cannot be done in a day. 
In every State in the Union there has 
been a growth, a development of it& 
laws and Institutions. Everything did 
not come at once. To take a new Terri- 
tory over which Indians had roamed 
and a few Mexican miners and ranch- 
men had carried the law in their revol- 
vers, and open it up to a rush of new 
settlers, Involved an Immediate estab- 
lishment of such democratic forms aa 
had been tried and found to work fair- 
ly well in the earlier Territories. But in 
a case Uke Hawaii, which had already, 
under many difficulties, evolved a sys- 
tem of law and government, which con- 
tained many valuable features and which 
ir many respects met and provided for 
social and race conditions, for industrial 
financial and educational needs, for public 
health and the security of persona,

An Interesting question affecting the 


ctttoenablp of "those entitled to serve in 
a public institution was brought up In 
the Board of Health meeting yesterday 
President Raymond reported that Dr.

Charles C. Pierce, the noted army chap- 
lain from the Philippines; Dr. Titus 
Munson Coan of New Yprk, and Pro- 
fessor Edward A. Ross of the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska.

At the afternoon session-the physical, 


geographic and climatic conditions in 
the Oriental archipelago and their in- 
fluence on racial conditions were touch-

Ther« ts no. doubt that the form of so- 


ciety which a race adopts. :ls potent to 
arrest or to release Its energy. In thla 
respect Americans > ere peculiarly fortu- 
nate, for their energies are stimulated 
to i the utmost by democracy* -I'refer not 
to popular government, but to the fact 
that with us social status depends little 
on birth and much on personal success. 
I win !hot deiiy'that money;' not merit 
is frequently the test of social standing 
and that Titanla is often found kissing 
"the fair long ears" of some Bottom; 
but thA commercial spirit, even if It can- 
not lend society nobility or worth, cer- 
talnly eccoorages, men to fcUlv*. 
Without a soda! ladder, without infec- 
tion from a leisure class that keys up its 
fctandard.of comfort, ,a body of, yeomen 
settling ia a neW and fertile land 'will be 
content with the .simplicity and rude 
plenty. A certain sluggishness prevails 
now among the Boers, as; It prevailed 
among the first settlers beyond the Al* 
leghenles. If, on the other hand, there 
Is a social ladder, but it is occupied by 
those of a /military or hereditary posi- 
tion, as in the Spanish communities of 
the Southwest, there is likewise no stim- 
ulus to energy.- But if vigorous men 
form new • communities in close enough 
touch with rich and old communities to 
accept their exacting standards of com- 
fort, without at the same time accepting 
their social ranking, each man has the 
greatest possible- incentive to improve his 
condition. Such has been the relation 
of America to Kngland, and of the West 
to the EJast. 
. 
This is why America spells opportuni- 


ty. Inspired by hope and amhiu -n 
last two generations of Americans hav* 
amased the world by the breathless 
speed with which they have subdued the 
Western >»ftK of the continent and filled 
the wilderness with homes and cities. 
Never has the world seen such prodiglei 
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tog the fighting, so afraid was the na- 
tive of being removed from his home. 
The Tagalos are eager for education, 
according to Dr..Pierce, and the liberal 
provision for public schools wfll be an- 
other factor In the work of pacification. 
Many amusing anecdotes were intro- 
duced to illustrate the phases of native 


At the evening session in the New 


Century drawing room. President Lind- 
say reviewed the work of the academy 
during the past year. The annual ad-, 
dress "The Causes of Race Superiority, 
by Professor Ross, was followed by a 
reception to speakers and guests. Pro- 


, fessor Ross traced the superiority of 


migrating races through centuries 
of 


history, and said In part: 
CAUSES OF RACE SUPERIORITY. 
The first cause of race superiority to 


which I invite your attention is * 
physiological trait, namely, climatic, 
adaptability. Just now It is a grave 
question whether the flourishing and 
teeming peoples of the North temper- 
ate zone can provide outlets for their 
surplus population in the rich but unde- 
veloped lands of the tropics. Their su- 
periority, economic and military, over 
the peoples under the vertical sun Is 
beyond cavil. But can they assert and 
profit by this superiority save by Im- 
posing on the natives of the tropics the 
odious and demoralizing servile rela- 
tion? Can the white man work and 
multiply in the tropics or win his role 
he limited to commercial and Industrial 
exploitation at a safe distance by 
means of a changing male contingent 
of soldiers, officials, business agents, 
planters and overseers? 
The answer U not yet sure, but 
the 


facts bearing; on acclimatization are not 
comforting to our race. Immunity from 
ths .fevers that waste men In hot humid 
climates seems to be in inverse ratio to 
energy. The French are more success- 
ful in tropical settlement* than the Ger- 
mans or the English. Th* Spanish, Por- 
tuguese and Italian* surpass the French 
In almnpt equal measure. When It comet 
to settling Africa., instead of merely ex- 
ploring or subduing; It, the people mar 
unexpectedly chang* their roles. With 
all their energy and their numbers, the 
Anglo-Saxons appear to be, physloloir!- 
caHy tnelantlc and Incapable of making: 
of Qolttr.i or the Philippine* a home 
such as they h*v* mad* In New Zealand 
or Minnesota. In the tropic* thuir very 
virtues— their push, their •uncompromU • 
Inr standards, their aversion to Inter- 
marriairc with the native*—ar* their de- 
struction.

In coffee-picking 
time, the women were able to earn from 
15 to "25 cents per day. Coffee planters 
generally permit their laborers to eat 
the bananas on the,farm, and in cer- 
tain cases permit them, if they care to 
do so, to cultivate small tracts for veg- 
etables; but generally the laborers have 
complained that they had no time for 
gardening. Work on the sugar planta- 
tions continues four or five montjis and 
gives employment to both women and 
children. The laborers on sugar and 
coffee plantations lead practically a 
wild life. They live In the mountains, 
often with no shelter, and the children 
are nearly naked. There are no schools, 
settlements, roads, or other evidences 
of civilization. When the time for work 
on the plantation arrives they come out 
of the woods, to which they return 
when the harvest is done.

Off-Shore Ballon Scarce. 


Off-shore sailors are scarce in all the 
tports of the Pacific. At San Francis- 
co and Portland vessels have been ly- 
ing in the stream if or several days, 
vainly endeavoring to Induce seamen 
to sign for voyages to foreign ports. 
On the Sound the shortage has only 
"beep met by a close agreement between 
boarding masters, while In the Royal 


< Roads the British steamer Senator has 
been seeking sailors without any ma- 
terial result. At other British Colum- 
pia points the same shortage is re- 
ported. 
There is no difficulty experienced In 
•securing sailors for coasting vessels, 
'but these men, as a rule, refuse to go 
-off-shore. 
They have homes on tne 
coast, or are attracted by the better 
•wages paid on coasting vessels and re- 
fuse to be signed for a foreign voy- 
•age. Efforts have been made to Induce 
•coast sailors to go off-shore, but al- 
most without exception they have fail- 
ed.The shortage is felt keenest at Port- 
land and San Francisco. 
Recently 
there were four vessels lying in the 
stream at Portland with 
cargoes 
^aboard waiting to ship crews. It was 
Impossible to get sailors at 
either 
IPortland or Astoria, and efforts to se- 


f «nre Sound seamen were unavailing. 
In fact, the Columbia river boarding 
toasters fear to go to the Sound after 
men, profiting by their experience in 
the past, when they have always had 
trouble with srach ventures.
